K L O T Z V ILLE , La. (U PI) 
Helen Landry is afraid 
they ’re going to take the post 
office off her front lawn 
The 
tiny 
building 
crowded when two people 
are inside 
has been there 
since 1969 when she took 
over a contract station and 
became postmistress of this 
southern Louisiana rural 
village on Louisiana I 
“ They haven't said we re 
going to be closed It’s just 
talk." Mrs. Landry says in a 
Cajun accent. 
But Mrs 
Landry, who’s 
fiercely proud of her 7-by-l3- 
foot office, is afraid the 
Postal 
Service 
budget 
crunch will mean the end of 
her 
six day-aweek 
per­ 
sonalized service to the 162 
families in the area and the 
passersby who stop for 
stamps 
"We do a lot of business 
here,” Mrs. Landry said. 
“ We wouldn’t want Klotz­ 
ville off the map 
“ A lot of friendship exists 
between me and the com­ 
munity," she said “ This is a 
necessity 
for 
the 
com­ 
munity.” 
Mrs Landry, 52, is paid 
$215 a month by the U.S. 
Postal Service to run the 
Klotzville station 
“ and 
I 
have to pay for the building 
and fixing things, and the 
electricity and all I ’m really 


not getting any money out of 
this. Just some people to talk 
to.” 
Mrs. Landry, who wears 
her Postal Service emblem 
on a necklace even when 
she s not working, points to 
special 
services 
she 
provides. 
“ If they would discontinue 
this, they would lose in the 
Postal Service They’d lose a 
lot. There are a lot of old 
people and illiterate people 
here 
“ When they come to me 
and need a money order, 
they can just give me the 
money and I can fill it out for 
them, 
Mrs. Landry said. 
Or the Social Security 
checks Eighty every month 
That sail people over 65, and 
some of them aren't able to 
take care of their business 
tor themselves." 
The office has barely 
enough room to turn around 
in, bu* walls are crowded 
w ith momentoes, including a 
picture postcard of the 
Ochopee, Fla., post office, 
which is about the same size 
as Mrs Landry’s 
The main post office is six 
or seven miles up the road in 
Belle Rose, La. Mrs. Landry 
feels the Belle Rose post 
office cannot provide the 
same touch as her little post 
office in the corner of her 
front lawn 


“ I meet so many nice 
people. I enjoy talking to 
them and they enjoy talking 
to me. And I do a lot of 
business at the same time.’

Polly’s Pointers 


Polish may erase 
marks on marble 


By Polly Cramer 


Polly’s Problem 


D EA R POLLY — A bottle of roll-on deodorant broke 


and spilled all over the marble top sink in my bathroom. 
I cleaned this immediately with a household cleanser 
but can still see a mark around the entire area where it 
spilled Is there anything that will remove this stain? — 
KAREN 
DEAR KAREN — You said “ marble” so I am assum­ 
ing your sink top is real marble and not a laminated 
plastic with a marble look. Strong solutions can remove 
the polish from marble and perhaps the marks that re­ 
main are just where polish was removed. If repolishing 
with a damp cloth dipped in putty powder (buy at a paint 
or hardware store) does not do the job. rub with a solu­ 
tion of hydrogen peroxide and ammonia applied with a 
soft cloth. Rinse with clear water, wipe dry and then 
polish. If the marble was professionally sealed before it 
was purchased you might apply a marble sealer to the 
cleaned surface and then a thin coat of wax and buff. — 
PO LLY.

DEAR POLLY — Mrs. R L. can easily dye pampas grass 
into beautiful plumes as I have been doing for years Break off 
the stems a few feet from the ends of the plumes when they 
are just starting to open If you wait until they are completely 
open they will not be nice and fluffy I put the stems in cake 
coloring just after breaking them from the stalks and the 
colors are drawn up the stems to color the plumes Sometimes 
I loosen the leaves a little before dyeing the plumes but be 
careful as the plumes break easily. — L B H 
DEAR POLLY — and Mrs R L. — To color pampas grass 
hang the grass from a line with the bushy part down Lightly 
spray the plumes with three or four different colors of spray 
paint One coat is usually enough When they are dry finish 
with clear spray varnish or hair spray — BLANCHE

Please note the following procedures when you vote 
in any election for Plano and Collin County using paper 
ballots. Should you notice any irregularities while you 
are voting, please notify the P resident of the League of 
Women Voters Her num ber m ay be obtained from the 
Plano C ham ber of Comm erce. 
I. 
D istance 
m a rk ers stating No Electioneering 
should be posted IOO feet from the outside door of the 
polling place. 
2 Sample ballots should be posted in plain view as 
you approach the polling area. 
3 Present your registration certificate to the election 
clerk. The clerk w ill then state your nam e aloud. If you 
do not have yours with you. but your nam e ap p e ars on 
the List of R egistered Voters, you should sign an af­ 
fidavit and note its loss, m isplacem ent, or your having 
left the certificate at home. 
4. Your n am e and registration num ber will be 
checked on the List of Registered Voters. Should it not 
be listed, the judge will generally allow you to vote and 
w ill add your na me to the List of Registered Voters. 
5. Next, you should sign the Signature Roster, to 
which the sig natu re on your certificate will be com ­ 
pared. If your sig n atu re ap p ears to be that of a dif­ 
ferent person, you will not be allowed to vote. 
6 When you a re accepted for voting, a notation will 
be m ade on the List of R egistered Voters showing that 
you have voted. Another clerk will en ter your nam e en 
the Poll List. 
7. Upon your request, an election w orker m av in­ 
struct you on how to m ark the ballot—not specifying 
any candidate or proposition. 
8. If you have a physical disability' that prevents your 
reading or writing, or if you cannot read the language 
of the ballot, you m ay have assistance in voting either 
by: ( D a person of your own choice who is a qualified 
voter residing in the precinct, or (2) two election of­ 
ficers, 
9. Select your own ballot from a disarrayed group of 
ballots which a re face down. No one should know w hat 
your ballot n um b er is. The election ju d g e’s signature 
or stam p should be on the back of your ballot. 
10. Proceed to an empty- voting booth and cast your 
ballot. Be sure that each punch is clean or all m arks 
are d e a l If you m ake a mistake, retu rn the ballot to 
the clerk and get a new one. 
11. Sign the back of the stub attached to your ballot.

ii. Deposit your ballot and stub in their respective, 
sep arate boxes.
